WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov­ 
ernment auditors have begun 
an examination of President 
Nixon’s campaign finances to 
determine whether the Republi­ 
cans had anything to do with a 
break-in at Democratic Nation­ 
al Committee headquarters. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice announced Tuesday that it 
will conduct a full audit of the 
finances of the Committee for 
Re-election of the 
President. 
The committee has pledged to 
cooperate, 
said 
Philip 
S. 
Hughes, director of the GAO’s 
office of federal elections. 
Hughes said he ordered the 
audit because of possible links 
between 
committee 
financing 
and tile break-in and alleged 
bugging of Democratic head- j 
quarters on June 17.

William 
Proxmire, D- 
Wis„ wrote the congressional 
watchdog agency earlier Tues­ 
day requesting the probe after 
the Washington Post reported 
that a $23,000 check, apparently 
intended for the Nixon cam­ 
paign, ended up in the bank ac­ 
count

Case Today 


For Bremer 


Psychiatrists Say 
Defendant Sane, 
But Schizophrenic 


UPPER 
MARLBORO, 
Md. 
(AP) — A defense psychiatrist 
described Arthur H. Bremer to­ 
day as a schizophrenic whose 
decision to assassinate either 
President Nixon or Alabama 
Gov. George C. Wallace tempo­ 
rarily 
resolved 
the 
personal 
conflicts which had been with 
him most of his life. 
Dr. Eugene B. Brody, a Balti­ 
more psychiatrist whose cre­ 
dentials took 30 minutes to re­ 
cite in Circuit Court, said he 
was convinced Bremer was suf­ 
fering from 
schizophrenia on 
May 15, the day Wallace and 
three 
other 
persons 
were 
wounded in a volley of gunfire 
at a Laurel, Md. shopping cen- 
ter parking lot during a cam ­ 
paign rally. 
“ Mr. Bremer, in my opinion, 
lacked totally the capacity (o 
appreciate the criminality of 
his conduct,” Brody told a jury 
of six men and six women as 
the defense opened its ease in 
B r e m e r ’ s

on

charges. 
Hie 21 year old former jani­ 
tor 
and 
busboy 
from 
Mil­ 
waukee, Wis., has pleaded in­ 
nocent by reason of insanity to 
17 counts stemming from the 
May 15 shootings. 
Before closing its case Tues­ 
day, the prosecution sought to 
prove Bremer’s sanity. 
Brody, who interviewed Bre­ 
mer at a state hospital in July, 
went through a lengthy analysis 
of his mental condition based 
on his meeting with the defend­ 
ant. his conversations with Bre­ 
m er’s father and mother and 
his reading of a personal diary 
taken from Bremer’s car.

diary indicated Bremer made 
up his mind in early March to 
assassinate 
either 
Nixon 
or 
Wallace.

A year bab passed since the United 
States Post Office w as succeeded by 
the U.S. Postal Service and efforts be­ 
pun to m ake the cum bersom e business 
of delivering the m ail more efficient.

During that period postal rates were 
increased 
again 
with

has not noticeably improved and the

the Highway Aet of 1972 ex ­ 
tends tho contract deadline to 
1977, Richley explains. He esti­ 
mates it then will take another 
two to two and one hall- years 
to complete construction. 
The states might move faster 
than this, the director says, ex­ 
cept for holdups in payments 
from 
the 
Federal 
Highway 
Trust Fund. It pays 90 per cent 
of the interstate highway costs 
and an average of 75 per cent 
of other national highway costs 
incurred by the states. 


“These have dwindled in re­ 
cent years to a present low of 
about 
S ill 
m illion.” 
Richley 
said, comparing that total to a 
high of about $270 million in 
1968. 
The director said there arc 
‘‘two reasons” 
why the Nixon 
administration 
has 
put 
the 
brakes on the big Federal High­ 
way Trust Fund. 
The first reason, he said, is 
the administration’s stated pur­ 
pose to put a 
check on the 
economy and to curb inflation. 
“ But the real reason.” he as­ 
serted, “ is the administration’s 
use of the Highway Trust fund 
as a prop against the federal 
budget deficit. Without it, the 
Washington red would look a 
lot redder.” 
Richley said the Office of the 
Budget has placed “ severe re­ 
strictions” 
on 
spending 
from 
the fund even though Congress 
has appropriated the money. 
Ohio hasn’t lost out yet on 
any of the federal funds avail­ 
able under the 9010 matching 
formula for the interstate high­ 
way program. It could happen 
though. Richley said, as a re­ 
sult of increasing demands on 
the 
Highway 
Departm ent’s 
shrinking budget and the fact 
that the interstate system “ no 
longer has the priority it once 
had.”
